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Diamond Monopoly 

While American armies fight in Eu- 
rope and American workers strive for 
miracles of production of military es- 
sentials to help defend Britain and 
liberate the Netherlands, British and 
Dutch diamond monopolists have per- 
sistently restricted the flow of industrial 
diamonds to American war industries. 
The United States government is now 
seeking through legal action to break 
the stranglehold on industrial dia- 
monds maintained by this British-Dutch 
diamond cartel. The nine diamond 
companies involved in the conspiracy, 
which are all foreign concerns, control 
99 per cent of Africa’s diamond out- 

ut. 

The big diamond interests, charges 
our Justice Department, conspired to 
restrict production, monopolize sales 
and inflate prices of 95 per cent of the 
world output of gem and industrial 
diamonds. Restrictive agreements made 
through a London syndicate regulated 
the production of gem diamonds and, 
as industrial diamonds are mined in- 
cidentally in connection with the min- 
ing of gem diamonds, the production 
of industrial diamonds also was restrict- 
ed without consideration for war-time 
needs. 

The monopolistic agreements pre- 
vented the United States from building 
a stockpile of industrial diamonds for 
military purposes, just as the Dutch 
and British rubber interests prevented 
our building a stockpile of rubber be- 
fore the Japanese invasion of Malaya. 

According to the complaint issued 
by the government: ‘When it was fear- 
ed that German arms might invade 
England and overrun Africa, the Board 
of Economic Warfare sought to pur- 
chase large quantities of industrial dia- 
monds . . . to prevent capture of their 
existing stocks and to create a stockpile 
here. The board succeeded only in ob- 
taining an agreement to establish a 
stockpile in Canada, . . . by the terms 
of which agreement this ag in 
Canada could be drawn upon for sale 
and use in the United States only as 
stocks in this country fell below 90 per 
cent of what they were on June 30, 
1942.”

Georgia’s Poll-Tax Repeal 

The whole South is being jarred to its roots over Georgia's 
repeal of the poll-tax. That, coupled with Supreme Court 
decisions clearly enforcing the right of all citizens to vote 
under any and all circumstances, is starting a whole new cycle 
of change in the South. 

Georgia’s able young government is symbolic of this new 
attitude in the South, especially among younger leaders. The 
old guard is giving ground slowly and bitterly, but, as Be- 
tween the Lines has forecast for many months, the CIO is 
behind the anti-poll tax drive, Negro leadership is becoming 
increasingly aware of its power and responsibility, and this 
issue will not be put aside. 

The trend now is to settle the problem within state juris- 
diction, for each time it is brought up in Congress the concen- 
tration of power from all sources upon the white supremacy 
old guard becomes greater. As one spokesman for that group 
said in the last poll-tax push, “It’s either jump now while 
there’s a raft in sight or go down with the ship.” 

Young Southern leaders believe that repeal of the poll-tax 
does not bring to = the consequences so long feared locally. 
They claim that the illiterate, irresponsible Negro who could 
not and did not pay the poll-tax does not vote anyway when 
the law is re lel On the other hand, the repeal of the 
poll-tax will begin to enable intelligent, responsible colored 
citizens to vote by opening the way for further reform of 
white schemes to bar all Negro votes in the primaries. This 
takes from the radical, who is working underground among 
the Negroes, one of his most potent weapons. 


Negroes and War 

All-Negro units in battle areas are chalking up records of 
distinct achievement. The first Negro combat unit to make 
contact with the Germans is the 92nd Division which has 
fought continuously in the front line in Italy for more than 
two months at a time and has maintained the pace set by more 
experienced divisions in the sector. 

Negro fighters know that their color will draw attention 
to their activities as soldiers and, while they desire to do well 
as a matter of natural group pride, they do not want color to 
be the sole determining factor in estimating their merits in 
battle. 


Anti-Semitism 

Rising racial tensions are being manifested throughout the 
country in the waves of protests and accusations caused by at- 
tempts to enforce the quota system for Jewish students in 
medical and dental schools and other institutions of higher 
learning. Many of these schools have long quietly operated 
on a policy of controlling the percentage of Jewish students 
to be enrolled. 

While Between the Lines does not tolerate any brand of 
anti-Semitism, we believe that it should be known that officials 
of such educational centers deny the charge of racial pre- 
judice in connection with the question. The head of one 
prominent medical college stated, “We don’t want our school 
overloaded with any one racial group: Swedes, Canadians, 
Irish, Italians, or Jews. We want a balanced proportion of 
the best of each.” Another distinguished dean put it this 
way: ‘We don’t want our students all to come from one 
state. We seek geographic proportion as well as racial pro- 
portion.” Other authoritative spokesmen point to the fact 
that it is unwise from the standpoint of the Jewish people 
themselves for them to become overwhelmingly dominant in 
one or another professional group. Memories of pre-Hitler 
Germany along this line should give any thoughtfal Jewish 
leader pause. 

On the other hand, there is no doubt but that a consider- 
able amount of racial prejudice does find shelter in these 
quota regulations. And there are Americans who do not like 
Jews, or Swedes, or Englishmen, or Negroes, or Japanese- 
Americans. But if a man does not like Jews, if he does not 
like to study with Jews, then he doesn’t like democracy. The 


time is not far distant when many people will have to make 
up their minds whether they can accommodate themselves to 
people whom they do not like, or whether they will live in 
a restricted society of tyranny and pressure which in the end 
nobody likes. We believe that the only hope for the Jew lies 
in the establishment of a Christian brotherhood of man. And 
a Jew may accept this statement with pride, not resentment, 
for it was his own race which made it possible! 


Report on Co-operatives 

Because of the widespread prejudice in the press and radio 
against the consumer co-operative movement, the American 
people are being told very little concerning the great impor- 
tance of this program in the rehabilitation of Europe. 

Co-operatives had become a large factor in the economic 
life of almost every ey om country before the war, and it 
is well to remember that before the war the International Co- 
operative Alliance was a federation of co-ops in over 40 dif- 
ferent countries, with over 100,000,000 members organized 
into 124,000 societies. Today in France, Belgium, Italy and 
other liberated areas, the co-ops are rapidly returning to places 
of primary importance to the stability of economic life. 
Co-ops and UNRRA 

In Italy the fascists tried to destroy the co-operative move- 
ment, and now the Allied government of occupation, under 
the control of the most conservative capitalistic interests, has 
given it little if any aid for recovery. Recent reports reach- 
ing this country, however, indicate that many co-op groups, 
whose leaders had been shot or driven into exile, are rebuild- 
ing their destroyed centers, stores and warehouses and are 
beginning again to exert a hopeful, constructive democratic 
influence on the country’s prostrate economic life. The re- 
establishment of the co-ops will help to guarantee against a 
violent swing toward either communism or some resurrected 
form of the capitalistic fascism which brought on the war. 

There has been considerable pressure within the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration to direct 
the activities of relief in such a way as to handicap the re- 
covery of co-ops, but it is now becoming evident that the 
UNRRA is going to have to work through the co-ops in order 
to achieve its own task with any degree of efficiency and 
honor. 
In Britain 

British co-op stores, which have been located chiefly in 
the workers’ districts of London, are now beginning to appear 
in the more fashionable districts. The London co-ops, with 
a membership of nearly a million consumers, are opening a 
new seven story shopping center in the heart of the fashion- 
able West End. 
In America 

Anti-co-op propaganda promoted through the press con- 
tinues to deceive millions of Americans with the idea that 
co-ops are communistic and other such nonsense. At the same 
time progressive thinkers in the very heart of big business 
reveal their awareness of the truth on this matter. The Wall 
Street Journal has editorialized lately on the growth of the 
co-operative movement as an alternative to a capitalistic trend 
toward fascism. Fortune magazine, another voice of big busi- 
ness, has advocated co-op management of German industry 
as a way to redeem German production. Another important 
trend of American co-operative development is the increased 
interest of labor unions in active participation in consumers 
groups. For instance, the powerful AFL Executive Council 
has released a report on consumer co-operation that recom- 
mends far-reaching steps in union co-operative activities, 
among which was the proposal to establish a department of 
consumers’ co-operation within AFL organization. The re- 
sponsibility of this department would be to work in close 
collaboration with the Co-operative League of the USA, train 
union members to develop co-ops, and organize buying clubs 
which could be expanded into stores managed by trained 
supervisors.
